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The Examiner requires Applicants to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 

merits. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's restriction requirement. If the Examiner 
makes the restriction requirement final, Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute on the merits, the 
claims of Species I as drawn to Figure 1. The claims of Species I are, namely, claims 1-23, 30-31, 
45, 47-50, 54-55, 57-59 and 62-67. Applicants request that the remaining claims, claims 24-29, 32- 
44, 46, 5 1 -53, 56, 60, 6 1 and 68-73 be withdrawn from consideration without prejudice. Applicants 
submit that should any generic claims be finally held allowable, then the species of the withdrawn 
claims will be considered as allowable as well.
